TENNESSEE AND VIRGINIA. 


Two Decisions of Vast Interest to the Two 
: States, 

Wasginoton, May 4.—In the United States 
supreme court to-day an opinion was rendered 
in cases known as Tennessee bond cases. In 
all of which, Calvin, Amory, Stevens, et. a), 
are appellants. These are suits brought by 
the holders of the unpaid bondsof the state of 
Tennessee, issued to the various railroad com- 
panies under the act of February 11th, 1852, 
“which provided for the establishment 
ofa system of internal improvements; to en- 
force a lien which was vested in the state by 
that act on the property of the companies re- 
spectively, as security for the payment of the 
bonds and accruing interest thereon.”” Justice 
Waite delivered the opinion of the court. In 
this opinion the court states the «question 
which lies at the foundation of all these 
suits to be: Whether the statutory lien, 
with which the state was invested upon the 
iesue of 1ts bonds to the railroad companies, 
bound the property of the company to which 
the issue was made for the payment of the 
bonds so issued, and the interest thereon, tothe 
several holders thereof, or only to the 
state. It holds that the liability of 
the companies to the bondholders, if any there 
be, rests aloneon thestate which contem- 
plated the loans by state of its own bonds to 
the several companies,in aid of the public 
works they were respectively engaged in con- 
structing. “The point to be determined,” 
says the court, “from an examinasion of the 
statnte, is whether the state, when lending its 
own bonds and taking back security for their 
payment, intended to protect those who might 
become the holders of bonds against the con- 
sequences of its own repudiation or inability 
to pay, or only to indemnify 
itself against loss by reason 
of the loan of its credit to those who were en- 
gaged in constructing its great works of in- 
ternal improvement. 

“To say the least the’strong presumption is 
that on such transaction, the purpose of state 
would be to protect itself, and not to 
secure its own faith to bondholders by m 
gege from those to whom its credit was loan- 
ed,” 

The court adds in conclusion: 

As has been seen, the bonds to be issued were 
on their face to bind only the state. At that time 
the repudiation of thestate faith was not thougat 
of. No purchaser of state bonds ever asked 
whether anything else than the faith of the state 
was pledged for their payment promptly at ma- 
turity. epudiation was looked upon as dis- 
bonorable, and as something that would never 
oceur, Security to the state against a loss 
by the loan of its bonds, which were 

rovided for, musttherefere be presumed to have 
»€en the sole purpose of the liens which were to 
be created on the issue of {the bonds, 

By the judgmont of the court the decree of 
the court below in each case is affirmed. Jus- 
tices Matthews and Blanchford took no part 
in the decision of these cases. 

A VIRGINIA BOND CASE, 

Justice Matthews delivered an opinion in 
the Virginia coupon tax caseof Moore vs. 
Greenhow. The plaintiff in error in this case 
filed a petition in April, 1854, in the circuit 
court of the city of Richmond praying fora 
mandamusto compel the defendant, as treas- 
urer of the city of Richmond, toissue hima 
certificate. He had made the deposit rejuired by 
law in payment of his license tax, he having 
tendered to the treasurer coupons cut from the 
state bonds, and the tender having been re- 
fused. The writ prayed for haying been re- 
fused by the circuit court, and upon a writ of 
error tothe supreme, the court of appeals, 
judgement of lower court having been affirmed, 
case, was brought to this court. 
Justice Matthews, in giving the opitiion of 
the court, said this beime the ease *o which, 
by mendamus, it ia sought to compel the aili- 
cers Of the state of Virginia specially to re- 
celve coupons instead of money in payment of 
license taxes, it comes within the exact terms 
of the decision the majority of court in 
Antoni vs. Greenhow, according to which the 
plaintiff in error is remitted to the remedy 
provided by the act of January Lith, 1852. 
ihe judgment of the supreme court of appeals 
of Virginia is theretore aliirmed. Justices 
Field and Harlan, while adhering to the views 
expressed in their dissenting opinion ia the 
case of Antoni vs. Greenhow, agree to the 
principles announced by the majority in that 
case, if applied to the present case, require an 
effirmance of the judgment below. 

The court also gavea decision on the motion 
for a rehearing of the Virginia coupon tax 
cases submitted to the court during the recess 
by Attorney General Garland (in his private 
capecity), and R. T. Merrick on behalf of the 
state of Virginia. The application for a re- 
hearing was refused by the court. 

SURGEON CENERAL WALES. 

A decision was rendered by the United 
States supreme court this afternoon, in the 
case of ex-Surgeon General Wales. It ailirms 
ithe decision of the supreme court of the dis- 
trict of Columbia and holds the order. of the 
eccretary of the navy does not impose sucha 
restraint upon Wales as to call for the issue 
of a writ ot habeas corpus,

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THE LEMONT FIGHT. 


THE ILLINOIS STATE TROOPS FIRE 
UPON THE RIOTERS., 

Two Men Shot Dead and Others Wounded—The 
Howling Mob Greeting the Troops With 
Showers of Stones—The Bayonet Charge 
and | tne Final Shots— The Latest.

Cuicaco, May 4.— A collision between 
quarrymen and the militia occurred at Le- 
mont to-day, in which two strikers were 
killed. The action of the sheriff of Well 
county inreleasing the seventy strikers cap- 
tured by the troops near Joliet last Saturday, 
who came from Lemont, is assigned as one of 
the causes for the present outbreak. 

THE STRIKERS ASSEMBLE. 

About 1,000 strikers assembled at the depot 
in Lemont this morning with the intention of 
capturing the militia’of any came. They af- 
terwards went to Walter & Singer’s quarries, 
and released the men. At 9:30 four compa: 
nies of militia and a detachment of battery 
C., arrived from Joliet, with General Vance 
snd .Colonel Bennett in command. They 
stopped at the Excelsior quarry and oune 
company acted as skirmishers. The other 
three companies marched to the quarries 
where the mob was congregated. The troops 
were met in the end of town by a mob of 300 
or 460. Thetwo companies, B and G, under 
command of Colonel Bennett, formed the 
front, and charged up Main etreet with fixed 
bay cnete, 

THE CHARGE FORWARD. 

Company A, commanded by Captain St. 
Ciair, with a detachment of Battery C€, of 
Joilet, formed the right on a side street, and 
Company D, commanded by Captain Blanch- 
ard, formed the left in aside street, and the 
order ‘‘Farward! charge bayonets!” was 
given. The mcb, with wild hooting and cheer- 
ing, met the main front with clups and recks. 
As the troops advanced steadily the mob gave 
way to the side of the street and hurled a 
shower of rocks at the troops, and one shot was 
fred from the mob. Colonel Bennett ordered 
them to disperse, and a number that refused 
to leave were prodded with bayonets. Oae 


men, a Pole, was seriously stabbed. Further 
up the street the mob re formed and .com- 
menced hburling stones. A detachment sent 
to disperse them fired a volley, and 
the rioters. scattered. Two me! 
named Stiler and Quogera were 
killed. . The troops cleared the street of the 


howling women and children. More trouble 
isapprehended. The troops will encamp at 
Singer’squarries. ‘he military displayed the 
coolest bravery. It is reported that a woman 
and child were killed, A number of soldiers 
were badly hurt by the flying missiles. 

THE KEPOKT TO THE GOVERNOR.

Colonel Bennett removed his command, except 
one company, from Joliet to Lemont, arriving at 
about ? a. m. and forminga linesoutn of Lemont.

THERE WILL BE PEACE. 


RUSSIA AGREES TO THE PRINCIPLE 
OF ARBITRATION. 


Mr. Gladstone Announces the Reopening of Negotia- 
tionsin Parliament—Some Fears That Russia 
is Only Playing Policy for a Little Tims 
—The Latest News From Europe. 


Lonpoy, May 4.—Though no definite news 
of a rapproachment between England and 
Russia has been received at St. Petersburg, the 
war cloud seems suddenly to. have dissolved. 
The news that England has not annexed Port 
Hamilton, in the Japan sea, gives a feeling 
of relief, 

The admiralty has issued an order stopping 
the further charter of ships of small capacity 
that were intended to be used for the trans- 
portation of troops. This order is regarded ag 
foreshadowing the stoppage of all war prepara- 
tions. 

In the house of lords, this afternoon, Earl 
Granville, secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
in apswer to inquiries, stated that England 
and Russia had agreed to renew negotiations 
in London concerning the Afghan frontier 
question, and that the details had been ar- 
ranged for the meeting of the delimiting 
commissions. Granville said that both Eng- 
land and Russia had agreed that the difficul- 
ties which had risen from the Penjdch incident 
should be submitted to a full investigation and 
reference to friendly powers, 

FEARS OF RUSSIAN TREACHERY. 

The government continues to give out 
large orders for stores of aJl kinds. The ad- 
miraity is surveying additional steamers with 
a view of freigbting or purchasing them. 
Though the Russian papers are not so out- 
spoken as they formerly were, probably in 
coneequence of their govermént hints, it is 
well known that Russia is making strenuous 
efforts to increage her armament. The Indian 
benks have given notice that they will not 
advance money sgainst shipments unless the 
vessels are insured et war risks... The Indian 
government is enforcing rigid economy in all 
cepartments to meet the expenses of war 
preparations in order to avoid the levying of 
fresh taxes, which would be likely to disturb 
native loyaity. it is reported that the Afghans 
of Bedakshan have asked to be annexed to 

tussia, and negotiations toward that object 
are proceeding through the ameer of Bokhara 
and the governor of Turkestan. Many conti- 
nental papers are still skeptical of a peaceful 
issue of the dispute. 

The Pesther Lioyd says that a trifling mis- 
hap on the Afghan frontier may annihilate the 
bopes of peace. The Deutsch Zeitung “says 
that Ruesian diplomacy is not as yet any- 
where near the end of its artifices and tricks. 
Russia may again and again puta diificulty 
in the way of settlement, and perhaps at last 
openly declare that she will make no conces-

Lord Granville said that both governments 
would facilitate the inquiry as much a3 possi- 
ble.

Any differences that may arise 
re gerding the interpretation of passages in the 
dispatches of the two governments would be 
dealt with in a manner consistent with the 
honor of both countries.’”’ ‘To the other inter- 
rogations, Granville said that the British gov- 
ernment had sanctioned the seizure of the 
“Bosphore Egyptien,”’ without giving any 
opinion as to the legality of the action. 
France, having demanded the reopening of 
the offices of the paper, and the punishment 
of the persons concerned in the act of seizure 
and suppression, England caused a legal in- 
quiry to be made into the matter, and ascer- 
taining from this inquiry that the suppression 
of the Bosphore Egyptien was unwarranted, 
England without disclaiming any of her share 
of the responsibility for the act of seizure, ad- 
vised Egypt to apologize to France, and to 
sllow the Bosphore Egyptien to reappear. 
DISSATISFACTION IN INDIA. 

The public in Calcutta are dissatisfied with 
Evglanda’s concession to Russia, and fears are 
generally expressed now that English attitude 
may have elready endangered the safety of 
the party composing Sir Peter Lumsden’s 
surveying commission. Preparations for war 
on a large scale still continue in India. 

The construction ef railway through Bolan 
Pass,on the way to Quetta, is progressing 
rapidly. it is calculated that the grading, 
bridging and cutting will have sufiiciently 
advanced by the end of to June allow troops 
to march over the road bed, 

The Paris bourse was buoyant, and there 
was an important and general advance. Suez 
canal shares closed 65 francs higher; credit 
foncier shares 30 francs higher; Ottoman bank 
shares 18 frames higher; Egyptian unified 
beuds 14 francs higher. 

The Berlin bourse closed with advancing 
prices; Russians closed 1’; per cent higher, 

The London stock market was buoyant to- 
day and closed at the best figures of the day. 
Atter the official closing, consols were quoted 
at 9734. Egyptian bonds rose 3/¢ to o’¢ per 
cent and Russians 3 per cent. 

MR. Gi.ADSTONE’S ANNOUNCEMENT. 

In the house of commons to-day, in response 
to a question by Sir Stafford Northcote, Mr. 
Gladstone said that all impediments in the 
way of friend)y correspondence on the Afghan 
question between England and Russia ap- 

eared to be removed. Thetwo governments 
he eaid, were now ready to refer to the sove- 
reign of some friendly state any difficulties 


which may be found to oxist in 
regard to the egreement of the 16th 
of March, with u view to 


settlement of the matter in a mode consistent 
with the honor of both states. Mr. Glaidstone 
said that both Russia and England were pre- 
pared to resume forthwith in London com- 
munications on the main points of the line 
delimiting the Afghan frontier, but the details 
of the line would have tojbe examined and 
traced] on the spot in warren. with con- 
ditions formerly agreed upon. “Russia,” said 
the premier, ‘“*has expressed herself as willing 
to agree to the removal of the Russian out 
posts.” Referingagain tothe subject of the 
reeumption of communications.in London be- 
twoen England and Russia,Mr. Gladstone said 
that they would be much facilitated by a more 
full and exact knowledge which the govern- 
ment now possessed of the ameer’s views since 
meetin between him and 
the earl of Dufferin at Rawal Pindi, and the 
valuable topographical information which had 
since reached England. 

Sir Charles Dilke, president of the local 
government board, announced tor the govern- 
ment that it was imperative ia the interest of 
the country that it should proceedat once 
with a vote of credit.

In 1882 a series of pledges were yol- 
untarily given by Russia concerning the 
boundary, and all of them had been- deliber- 
ately broken.

After Mr. Gladstone had announced the 
peace arrangement in the house of commons, 
the conservative members held a meeting and 
discussed the course .n regard tothe vote of 
credit.

An opinion prevails that 
the government excited the war furore in or- 
der to cover its retreat from the Soudan and to 
obtain the credit with which to meet the ex- 
isting credit. It is said Gladstone nevér had 
the intention ot entering into a conflict with 
Russia. On the government side, on the other 
hand, thers is unanimous approval of the 
government’s policy. The communication 
from the Russian government defines the 
scope of the arbitration. It is not to include 
the military question, but.is to be limited 
to the consideration of the explanations with 
reference to the alleged violation of the con- 
vention. The terms of the arrangement indi- 
cate that the arbitrator’s function will be te 
find a formula of conciliation consistent with 
the amour propre of both sides. The Emperor 
William will be asked to act as arbitrator, and 
it is expected he will consent. 

The Daily News says that the government 
considers that the Russian dispatch of Satur- 
day is a ful: and final acceptance of Granville’s 
proposals.

Inoculated for Cholera, 

Maprip, May 4.—A number of people in 
Valencia are being inoculated with cholera 
virus, to prevent inoculation with the scourge 
in its normal form. The results of these 
operations are being closely watched by 
the doctors and scientists, The 
virus inoculation produces sickness on pati- 
ent, who becomes severely prostrated from 
its effects in about twenty-four hours, but gen- 
erally recovers entirely within forty-eight 
hours after theoperation. All the provinces 
of Spain have sent doctors to Valencia to study 
this system. It is generally believed that the 
experience already made have established the 
success of the system of cholera inoculation.

I 
make the above statements merely that your 
readers may have some data from which they may 
work ont a system of exchange between 
Georgia facts and Texas facts, and be enabled to 
form correct ideas as to the real merits, from a 
Georgia point of view, of statements in reference 
to matters in Texas. ina future letter I may get 
down to perticulars.

AN IMPORTANT PURCHASE. 


The Atlantic Coast Line Acquires the Kich- 
mond and Potomac Koad, 
From the Baltimore Sun. 

Yesterday the Richmond, Fredericksburg 
and Potomac railroad was acquired by pur- 
chase ofa majoriy of itsstock by the Atlantic 
Coast Line. The negotiations, which have 
been in progress for some time, were conclud- 
ed in Philadelphia through Mr. Wm. T. Wal- 
ters, of Baltimore. Theentire controling in- 
terest of Mr. Moncure Robinson and 
his friends (father of Mr. John M. Robinson, 
of the Seaboard and Roanoke railroad and Bay 
Lire companies) was bought out. The 
road is eighty miles long, and formerly con- 
necied at Aquia creek with the Potomac 
steamers. Since tbe building of the line from 
Alexandria to Quantico, ten or twelve years 
ago, however, the Potomac steamers have not 
been regularly used, and through travel and 
business went by rail viathe Richmond and 
Fredericksburg road. The acquisition of this 
important link, therefore, completes the coast 
line system unbroken from the south up to 
| Quantico, thirty mules south of Washington, 
where they connect with the Pennsylvania rail- 
road, with which they are in entire harmony 
and have the most intimate interchange of 
relations. The acquisition also completes the 
line from the great lakes and New York to 
Tempa, Florida, on the Gulf of Mexico, from 
which point the new line to Havana by steam- 
ers Will depart, making its shortest possible 
line. To both the Pennsylvania railroad 
ecmpany and the Coast Line the control of the 
eighty mileslink just acquired is an impor- 
tant consideration. 

The Atlantic coast line is composed now of 
the Richmond, Fredericksburg and Potomac, 
the Richmond and Petersburg,the Petersburg, 
the Wilmington and Weldon,the Wilmington, 
Columbia and Augusta, and the Northeastern 
railroads and connecting lines. Mr. Harry 
Walters, of Baltimore, is general manager of 
ll these lines, and Messrs. Wm. T. Walters 
and B. F. Newcomer are among the leading 
directors. The Wilmington and Weldon com- 
pany will on June l formally lease the Wil- 
mington, Columbia and Augusta road, and the 
Wilmington and Weldon company will also 
this month commence the construction of a 
line of seventy miles from Wilson 
to Fayetteville, N. C. It was stated 
on Thursday Jast that the Virginia and Caro. 
Jina railroad, which runs from Ridgeway, N. 
C., through Petersburg, Va., to Riohmond, had 
been sold to the syndicate owning the Atlantic 
Coast Line railrosds. The system is being ex- 
tended and strengthened at different points, 
and isthe most profitable and one of the most 
important in the south. Mr. H. B. Plant isa a 
director in the Atlantic Coast Line companies, 
end that system is in affiliation with the roads 
of which Mr. Plantis president. These are 
the Charleston and Savannah} the Savannah, 
Florida and Western, and the South Florida 
railroads, which give a direct route into Flor- 
ida.

Iplias been the cry of the democrat

ty. Pledges were repeatedly made by the demo- 
crats that if they were placed in power all this 
would be changed, and that ability would rank 
higher than party zeal; that honesty would out- 
weigh party service, and that fitness would take 
the place of partisan grdorin the executive de- 
partment of the eovyernmeént. A democratic pres- 
ident wsf chosen, and at once the “hungry and 


party for 


uirsiy” partisans demand of him exactly the 


things they have condemned in the republicans,. 


and they complain because honesty, ability and 
fitness are made «ualifications for office rather than 
party zea], service and activity. The democratic 
party is estopped from making complaints or 
threats against the president for carrying out, in 
good faith, the promises the party has madeat all 
its nominating conventions for the last twenty 
years. The president will be deaf to all the de- 
mands of those who would kill the guose that lays 
its golden egg. The only way toa continuance of 
power for the democratic party lies along the cons 
feryative course the president is pursuing, and 
any variation from that path will lead into the 
wilderness of defeat. The president is wiser than 
his cridics. 

The News is really and truly an indepen- 
dent paper—though it makes very little fuss 
about its independence—and there isa good 
deal of truth in what it says. The democratic 
party isdistinctly pledged to provide reme- 
dies for the corruptions that the republican 
party hes intrcduced into the administra- 
tion of public affairs; it is distinctly pledged 
to give us a government that shall be admin- 
istered in the interests of the people rather 
iban in the interests of partisan democracy, 
Tne Constitution isa democratic journal— 
some of its esteemed contemporaries are in 
the babit of classingitas a ‘‘Bourbon’’ or- 
gan—but it would rather see President Cleve- 
Jand giving the whole country satisfaction— 
giving the whole country honest and eco- 
nomical government—than to see him giving 
offices to any class that is puttingin ‘“‘claims’’ 
for office, Tue Constitution would rather 
see President Cleveland strengthening and 

uilding up the democratic party by win- 
ning the epproval of the country for his ad- 
ministration than to see him winning the 
approval of oflice-seekers. 

Our Chicago contemporary, however, is 
mistaken when it says that the hungry and 
thirsty partisans demand of the president 
exactly the thing they have condemned in 
the republicans. The News should under- 
stand, end it doubtless does understand, that 
every act of President Cleveland thus far 
meets the approval of the democratic party. 
Those who make up that party are satisfied 
with his administration in every particular. 
They see in him one of the mos! sagacious 
and best equipped rulers the couutry has ever 
had, and they know that,in spite of the 
clamors of the few who believe that the spoils 
are everything, he will give the country the 
cleanest administration it has had in twenty 
years.

The reforms for which Senator Eustis ig 
clamoring will comein due time; meanw aiie 
we know of uo one who shares his in sense 
impatience in regard to the matter., We 
know of no one in this section wha shares 
bis belief that the administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland has been ‘‘a conspicnous and 
humiliating failure.’ On the contrary, tae 
democratic party of the south fas an abiding 
confidence in President Cleve’.and, and it be- 
lieves his administration ha‘, been and will 
be a conspicuous success. There will be, as 
there must be, disappoinsed politicians and 
office-seekers—but the people will be satis- 
fied.

APPLICATIO‘AS FOR OFFICE, 

Assisiant Secretary Fairchild, of the treas- 
ury department, suggests asa means to im- 
prove the civil service, that the names of all 
applicants for office be published as soon as 
their papers are filed or their names present- 
ed, and that the names of their indorsers for 
office be at the same time made known. To 
give the plan ail the breadth and scope of re- 
form it iscapable of, the papers entire of 
each applicant should be thrown open to the 
public, They are public papers filed in an 
agency matier that directly. concerns the 
public. Why ‘then should not the public 
have access to them, when such acces3 might 
result in benefits to the people, and glory to 
the administration? 

Mr. Fairchild’s plan has not, however, been 
carried into operation, and it may never be; 
but, the faci thet the administration is not 
ready to mak a radical departure from past 
custom, dees not show that the members of 
the acministration regard the plan as unwise. 
No one can be more anxious to avoid mis- 
takes inthe making of appointments than 
the president and the members of 
his cabinet are. They have no one 
to put any part of the responsibility 
upon. Be their action right or wrong, they 
must take the full responsibility of it, no 
matier if the appointing officer hasan excuse 
that quiets his own conscience. He might 
forg:'ve himself, but the public never for- 
give nor forget ablunder in an oflicer of 
high responsibility. 

The effect of the Fairchild plan would un- 
doubtedly be to lessen blundersin appoint- 
ments. if an incompetent or dishonest man 
is known to be an applicant for office, honest 
men will rise up to make his real character 
known, and especially would this be the case 
if his letters and petitions of recommendas- 
tion were also given to the public. And why 
shou'd not the letters of recommendation be 
kept on file so that the people can see them? 
They are not private property; they relate to 
the business of the people; and no applicant 
who is dealing fairly and squarely with the 
rublic, should expect his papers to be kept 
secret. If an applicant is capable, honest 
and politically sound, and his petition does 
not oyerstep the bounds of reason and the 
fitness of things, why should he object toa 
disclosure of all his plans in relation to an 
appointment? Ifthe aspirantis a fit man 
for the place, why should the men who have 
indorsed him desire to keep their names out 
of print’? No man fit for appointment, and 
no man who has indorsed such a man, need 
fear the execution of Mr. Fairchild’s plan, 
while the administration, desirous of avoid- 
ing mistakes in appointments, would b? im- 
miensely advantaged. ‘Secrecy is tothe dis- 
advantage of the appointing officers, and to 
the advaniage of unfit upplicants, Tae 
public should be told in season who the men 
are that desire to become their agents, and 
who presents and indorses them at Washing- 
tcn. 

THE MASON COTTON-PICKER. 

The Mason cotton-picker has not been 
avandoned, The principle is a new one, and 
time and prectical work in the fieldare need- 
ed io develop and apply it tothe best ad- 
vantage. lt was tested last fall from the 
opening tothe close of the crop, andit will 
be still more freely tested this year, and it is 
how auticipsated that the machine will beso 
far perfected this year that it can be safely 
placed upon the market for genera! use be- 
fore the gathering of the crop of 1886-87. 
Bradstreei’'s has given special attention to 
the subject, and it expresses the opinion that 
the machine is nearly ready for common 
use, 

The peculiarity of the Mason picker is that 
itseizes upon the tiber, but passes over leaves 
and bolls. This seeming impossibility is ac- 
complished by the points that seize upon the 
fiber being placed just beneath the orifice 
where they work. The projecting fiber enters 
the minute distance between the points and 
the surface, and is seized and separated from 
the plant. The stalks, leaves and bolls glide 
over the surface without comingin contact 
with the points lying immediately below, and 
thus escape seizure or injury. The catching 
points are placed in stems, or fingers, which 
gather the cotton as the mule draws the 
picker up and down the rows, which the ma- 
chine straddles. Whilea large number of 
the stems enter each plaut, they do not jostle 
or tear it. The cotton thatis gathered, by a 
reverse action, is cast into side receptacles 
prepared to receive it, and the stems pass on 
to do their work in another plant, An aver- 
age-sized machine has from 150 to 175 stems 
upon it, so that a suilicient number pass into 
each plant to do the work. As far as experi- 
ments with the Isst crop went, which were 
continued into January, a little more than 
one-half of the cotten was gathered in one 
passage. By driving uptherow again and 
back, seven-eighths of the cotton that was 
open was-picked. {ts condition was remark- 
ably good, but when frost had made the 
pisnts bri:tle the cottoa contained some trash 
from the leaves which hed fallen upon and 
adhered te the fiber on the open boils. The 
machine, where the cotton was well openad, 
picked 336 pounds of seed cotton an hour, or 
4.300 poundsa day. Of course these trials 
showed details where improyvemeat was pos- 
Sible, and some changes were determined 
pponin the shape of the framework, the

From these figures our contemporary ad- 


duces some interesting facts. The seven 
states, though ravaged by war, gained nearly 
two and 2 half millions in population from 
1860 to 1880, The rate of growth has been 
forty-one per cent, notwithstanding 
the fact that the ¢ seyen states 
baye supplied the trans-Mississippi 
states a population of at least one million. 
This growth of forty-one per cent would go 
to show a gain of three million six hundred 
thousand inhabitants in 1905, making the 
population of the seven states about twelve 
million anda half. At the same rate of in- 
crease the eleven southern states would show 
in twenty yearsa population of twenty-five 
million, The figures are by no means exag- 
gerated. Nosection of the country has a 
more hopeful outlook than the south, and it. 
is an outlook that by no means depends on 
artificial methods of inviting immigration.

APPEARS. 


The Condition of Mrs. Jones—No Sunday Schoo! Cel-

Macon, Ga., May 4.—[Special.]—George A. Tay- 
lor, a well known young man of Macon, is in trou- 
ble. 

He has been in trouble before, mention of which 
was made in THE CONSTITUTION at the time, 

His first trouble, which occurred about three 
months ago, was caused by his disappearance 
with sixty-five dollars which W- C. Turpin, a 
Fourth street grocery merchant, claimed belonged 
tohim. Taylor ran away, going to Orangeburg, 
S.C, He was arrested and brought back to Ma- 
con, but Turpin refused to prosecute him, and he 
wes released. 

Soon after his release, Taylor was employed by 
J.B. Williams, dealer inice, fish and fruit on 
Fourth street. He was required to settle every 
night for whatever money he had collected during 
the day, and for some months, notrouble arose. 
Last Saturday, Williams was unusually busy, and 
when night came, Taylor left the store before Wil- 
liams could bring him to asettlement, Yesterday, 
Taylor failed toappear at the store as usual, and 
then Williams became alarmed. He 
informed the police authorities of Taylor’s ab- 
sence, and several telegrams were sent to different 
cities asking for his arrest. 

This morning Williams visited his customers, 
and discovered that Taylor had succeeded in col- 
lecting $75, which, it is supposed, he carried of 
with him. 

Taylor is well connected here, and much sym- 
pathy is felt for his relatives. 

Condition of Mrs, W. H. Jones. 

MAcon, Ga., May 4.—[8pecial.J—This afternoon 
the condition of Mrs. W. H. Jones, who was shot 
by her husband on last Friday, was considerably 
improved. She was able tospeak, but her physi-

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THE LICENSE RAISED. 


THE GENERAL COUNCIL INCREASE 
THE RBTAIL LIQUOR LICENSE, 


The Councilin Regular Session Fixes the Apportion- 
mente for the Year 1885—The Convict Labor 
Resolution, by Mr. Cooper,is Defeated— : 
The Schumann Bill—Petitions, Ete. 


The general council yesterday increased the 
retail liquor dealers’ license from three hun- 
dred to five hundred dollars. 

Yesterday was the day for the adoption by 
the general council of a tax ordinance for the 
year 1855. The tax ordinance ot 1884 was read 
and adoptedas the ordinance of 1885 with 
a few changes. The only important change 
was tke increase in the liquor license. That 
license has been $500 pey annum, payable 
quarterly or yearly in acvance. When the 
clerk read the paragraph referring to the li- 
cense, Mr. Beatie arose and said: 

‘] think that we ought tochange that. If we 
must have a retail liquor license let ’em pay 
for it. I move that we make it one thousand 
dollars.”’ 

“T hardly think that fair,” said Mr. Mid- 
dlebrooks. “If we want to force whisky oat of 
the town entirely, 

LET US DO IT. . 
But don’t let us adopt a law that will allow 


only a few men, who can pay the big license, 
to go on with their business and force others 


out of it.’’ 


The question did not provoke a big discus- 
sion, and an amendment, making the 
license $500, was offered. Mr. Beatie aecepted 
the amendment and the council made the 
change. 

The increase in the license created a sensa- 
tion among the liquer men last night and 
the change was generally discussed. The 
aldermanic board has a whack at the question 
yet, and it is believed that the change will not 
be concurred in. 

For a long time this change has been con- 
templated. -It was tried once before, two 
years ago, but failed then to pass the council. 
The temperance people were considerably 
elated last night over what they cali a victory 
for their cause. 

The sensational feature of the session 
was the action on Mr. Coop- 
er’s resolution prohibiting the use 
of convicts in contracts te which the city is a 
party. This ordinance was introduced at the 
lagt 

REGULAR MEETING OF THE COUNCIL, 
and was referred to the street committee. 
That committee’s report recommended the 
deleat of the ordinance. 

Mr. Gramling did not know exactly where 
he stood on the proposition, but finally came 
to the conclusion that he would vote for the 
ordinance provided the last clause was stricken 
cut. That clause prohibited the use of con- 
victs even by a contractor who furnishes any- 
thing to be used in work in the city. 

Mr. Beatie opposed the ordinance vehement- 
ly. He declared that the city, county and 
state always would have convicts and that 
they ought to be used. He was willing to go on 
record against such a nonsensical ordinance. 

Mr. Cooper declared that he did not care one 
cent what opinion Mr. Beatie entertained for 
the ordinance. He did not care for Mr. 
Gramling’s subterfuge. He wanted that or- 
dinance adopted. He did not believe it -was 
right to put convict labor in competition with 
free labor. 

Mr. Hutchisan wanted to amend the ordi- 
nance by adding a proviso, as follows: ‘Pro- 
vided all work can be done as cheap and good 
as if done by convicts.” . 

IT IS LOST. 

Mr. Mahoney was radically opposed to the 
ordinance. ; 

Mr. Mecaslin was in favor of the ordinance 
as amended. 

The amendment was put and lost. 

The original resolution war then put upon 
its passage. Theayes sud nays were called 
and resulted: Ayes—Messrs. Cooper, McAfee 
and Micklebery — 3, Nays — Messrs. 
Middlebrooks, Garrett, Beatie, Mangum, 
May, Rice, Mahoney, Kirkpatrick, Mecaslin, 
Gramling and Mutchison—11. 

The ordinance was lost. 

Mr. McAfee’s ordinance requiring the own- 
ers of dogs to muzzle them, was tabled with- 
out discussion. 

Mr. Sidney Root, president of the Grant 
park commission, sent in an invitation to the 
mayor end general council, asking that they 
visit. the park in a body, while the 
wild flowers are in bloom. The invitation 
was accepted, and the general council wil! 
visit the park Thursday afternoon at 4 o’clock. 

ADDITIONAL LEGISLATION. 

Mr. Cooper offered a resolution instructing 
the committee on legislation to prepare a bill 
making the mayoran ex-officio member of the 
police commission. It was adopted. 

Schumann, the pharmacist, sent in a bill 
for $25. When Jimmie Garvey was stabbed 
by William Perry Garvey went to Schumann’s 
drug store. The doors were closed 
to keep the crowd out, and the bill asked for 
the money as a compensation for medicaments 
used and trade lost at that time. The bill was 
promptly tabled. 

Frank Joseph, a preacher, has been ex- 
pounding the scriptures to the prisoners at the 
stockade on Sunday. Yesterday he sent ina 
bill to the city for ministerial services ren- 
dered. 

The apportionments for the year was 
taken up. This has been a _ treu- 
blesome questien ever since the 
finance committee made the approximate 
apportionments in January. The question did 
not consume much, time yesterday, however.

“ Building Filied With Human Beings Crushes in

and Killed—The Quick Wo of the 
Flames-—Incidents of tha Fire. 


New York, Mey 5.—Early this morning

in the ruins. 
THE EXTENT OF THE DAMAGE, 
The building destroyed was very large, and 


consisted of a building fronting on Columbia 
gtreet, with two wings, which leaves a courtin 
the center. The establishment covered two- 


dhirds of the block. It was occupied by about 
twenty manufacturing concerns, who rented 
the steam power with their rooms, and em- 

loyed an aggregate of 500 persons, a majority 

ing girls and women, and the greater part 
of them were at work when the accident oc- 
curred. The cause of the fire was the over- 
turning of the boilers of the soap factory on 
the second floor. The west wall of the middle 
wing on Atlantic street had settled, and work- 
men were screwing itup with jacks wheni | 
fell. The building was 27 years old, full ot | 
inflammatory matter, and was a mass of 
flames in a few minutes. The heat was so 
severe that the water wasturned to steam, 
and the firemen made no impression upon the 
fire. They oceupied themselves with life 
gaving and rescued many women from the 
ppper stories with their ladders. 

THE LOSS. OF LIFE. 

The logs of life was greatly increased by 
the panic which prevailed among the inmates 
of the building. Many women jumped from 
the upper stories before the flames reached 
them and without waiting for the’firemens’ lad- 
ders, which were even then being raised to 
them. Some were seen to jump frem the 
windows into the burning debris. A 
number of men were at work upon 
fhe wall which -collapsed, and not
